Under such circumstances it 
will be impossible for the Prussians te main- 
tain the siege during the winter, when the 
severe weather win not permit of the hard- 
ships and exposure which the French activity 
cow compels them to suffer.

Austria and Italy. It is true there is no. 


official confirmation of this report, yet men- 
tion of the matter comes from London, and 
“ours, and Vienna, and there must be 
something in it.

York Worid—says that the Empress Eugenie 
is iu London holding a conference with Lord 
Granville, and that negotiations very favor- 
able for peace are progressing, England asks 
for an armistice, not for the purpose of 
electing a constituent assembly, as before re- 
ported, but for a restoration of the Empire, 
a:ks that Eugenie be allowed to re-enter 
France, and Bazalne to leave Metz to pro- 
tect her, restore order,and make peace. It 
is also stated that Trochu approves of this 
plan and will give it his stpport. 

Another report is to the effect that B. 
zaine will be allowed to march to Paris and 
declare in frvor of Napoleon IV.
